W -° 
proceeding onher voy@se, on Tuesday, the “ 
Jan. in lat. 43, N. long. 34 W. at eignt, P.M, it 
cama on to blow a dreadful gale from the west- 
ward. At 2o’clock on Wednesday morning, it 
being the master’s watch on deck, it blew a com- 
plete hurricane, aecompanied with rain and vivid 
flashes of lightning; the ship, through the vio- 
lence of the wind, and driven from her course by 
the sea,  braached to,” and lay down on her 
heam euds. They were obliged to cut away the 
topsaii sheets, but every exertiou to bring her to 
or before the wind proved ineffectual, and she 
continued in the trough of the sea, the weter 
pouring down the companion, so that every mo- 
ment they expected she would upset.—The two 
pumps were continually at work, but without ef- 
fect, the water stilt gaining upon them in the ca- 
In this statejthey coutinued until daylight, 
when, in order to get her before the wind, the 
mizen and main masts were cutaway. By this 
time.tive water had reached the after peak, so that 
they gave up pumping as being altogetine r useless. 
Lelicying tackles were put to the tiller, four men 
to each tackle, and two to the wheel, to steer 
her as much as possible before the wind. The 
sea now burst over the vessel with great force and 
corried away all the rails of the poop, but a few 
to which ropes were lashed and to those they 
clung to save themselves from being washed over- 
board; even the tafrail was wrenched up &wash- 
ed away. I[n this condition,they continued until 
the cabin being half fujl of water, and the sea 
making a clear passage over'the deck, they were 
obliged to go upon the poop, the ouly part of the 
vessel not continually under water. About mid- 
day,the captain procured from an upper locker in 
the cabin, a small bag of bread, a jar of rum,a jar 
of gin, and a balf firkin of butter, but these, with 
the exception of the gin, were washed overboard 
by the sea. The gale now blew with increased 
violence, and the sea running mountains high, 
made a clear passage over the main deck ; broke 
through the stern and threngh the bends. The 
deck timber, consisting of large logs, was wash- 
ed away ; the ring bolts being torn from the decks, 
and the stancheons broken down. The vessel 
would undoubtedly have gone to pieces, had she 
not been kept as easy as possible by steering be- 
fore the wind. All thisday (Wednesday) they 
had nothing whatever to eal, and were in contin- 
ual apprehension of be ing washed away.
